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ANGER AT PROPOSED 
TIMETABLE CHANGES 

But head hits back at protesting parents

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ANGRY parents protesting at plans 
to extend the school day and alter the 
length of holidays at two Harlow 
primaries have been accused of turn¬ 
ing the schools into a “laughing 
stock” in the community. 

The proposed reforms could also 
see the introduction of a new blue 
blazer for pupils at St Luke’s Cath¬ 
olic Academy in Pyenest Road and St 
Alban’s Catholic Academy in First 
Avenue. 

They have sparked a war of words 
between some parents and executive 
headteacher Anne McCann, who in a 
letter sent to all parents said the 
protests were creating the “wrong 
impression” of the schools. 


Parents of children who attend the 
two schools, governed by Our Lady 
of Fatima Catholic Multi Academy 
Trust, received a consultation letter 
last week detailing the proposed 
reforms. They could result in the 
school day running from 8.45am- 
3.30pm on Monday to Thursday and 
ending on Friday at 1pm. 

Participate 

An optional afternoon club run¬ 
ning until 3.30pm to give pupils the 
chance for further study or to par¬ 
ticipate in music or sport activities. 

Currently both schools operate an 
8.55am-3.15pm day from Monday to 
Friday. 

Additionally, the summer break 
would be reduced from six to four 
weeks, with the October and May 
half-terms increased to two weeks. 


In the letter the trust said there 
would be a consultation period end¬ 
ing tomorrow (Friday). Meetings 
including question-and-answer ses¬ 
sions will then be held on June 11. 

But a number of parents have 
responded by starting an online peti¬ 
tion and distributing a leaflet calling 
on parents to challenge the propos¬ 
als. A number have contacted the 
Star to voice their opposition. 

One mum, who asked not to be 
named but who has three children at 
St Luke’s, said: “The new uniforms 
will create a financial problem for 
parents, with the new blazers cost¬ 
ing £25 each, which is ridiculous. 

“The new term dates are insane 
and would make things very prob¬ 
lematic for me as a working mother, 
especially as I have a child in anoth-

Hospital apologises for medical ‘shortcomings’

THE trust running Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital has 
agreed to pay substantial damages 
to a boy who suffered a “cata¬ 
strophic” brain injury when he 
was born. 

The boy, who is under 10 but 
cannot be identified for legal reas¬ 
ons, has cerebral palsy, is unable 
to speak and has learning diffi¬ 
culties as a result of negligent 
medical treatment at the PAH. 

At the High Court on Thursday 
the PAH NHS Trust agreed a 
massive settlement of the case. 

As well as a large lump sum, he 
will receive annual, index-linked 
and tax-free payments to cover the 
costs of his care for the rest of his 
life. 

Although exact details of the 
settlement were not revealed, they 
could run into millions. 

The court was told the boy was 
born in the early hours of the 


morning but in the hour before the 
delivery there was a “clear and 
self-evident impending risk” of 
the catastrophic injury he went on 
to suffer. 

Henry Witcomb, a barrister rep¬ 
resenting the boy, said warning 
signs were repeatedly misread by 
midwifery staff and there were 
“serial failures”. 

Mr Witcomb said the boy’s par¬ 
ents, who were in court, hoped the 
settlement would enable then to 
look forwards and not back¬ 
wards. 

NHS barrister Philip Havers 
told the court: “The trust would 
wish me take the opportunity 
today, on their behalf, to repeat the 
apologies for the shortcomings 
which led to the outcomes in this 
case.” 

He accepted that no amount of 
compensation could turn back the 
clock but said the trust hoped the 
settlement would offer respite to 
the parents and provide for their 
son’s needs in the future. 


Describing the brain injury as 
catastrophic, Mrs Justice Lang 
praised his parents for their tire¬ 
less work in looking after him, 
adding he would always need sub¬ 
stantial professional care. 

“In the light of all the material 
before me I approve the terms of 
the settlement,” she concluded. 

In a separate case heard at the 
High Court last week, the hospital 
trust denied liability in the case of 
a 12-year-old girl who suffered 
irreversible brain damage after 
battling meningitis when she was 
13 months old.. 

Lawyers representing the girl, 
who is seeking millions of pounds 
in damages from the trust and 
from a GP, claimed that earlier 
diagnosis and treatment would 
have left her unscathed by the 
virus. 

However, as a result she was left 
profoundly deaf and with learning 
difficulties. 

Both the GP and the trust deny 
liability. The case is ongoing.

A TEENAGER who helps to care for her 
autistic brother and two other young 
people with the condition has been 
nominated for an award. 

Elly Merry, of Sibneys Green, Harlow, 
has been described as an “amazing and 
inspirational” young woman by a char¬ 
ity chief executive who put her name 
forward for an Essex Young People of 
the Year (YOPEY) award. 

Caring has been a big part of 18-year- 
old Elly’s life since she was a young girl. 
She helps her mum, Wendy, care for her 
brother James, 14, who suffers from 
autism which is so severe that he can¬ 
not speak and his inability to com¬ 
municate can lead him to become 
frustrated. 

“He is like a two-year-old in a 14-year- 
old’s body,” said Elly. “He can get quite 
distressed over things we might think 
were silly like a DVD that sticks while 
playing. To James that is a big deal and 
it is difficult to reassure him that 
everything is okay. 

“But he is lovely and we get on so well 
with each other. James is a big part of 
my life and always will be.” 

Last year Elly took part in a pil¬ 
grimage to Lourdes with other students 
from a school in Bishop’s Stortford who 
acted as carers to 14 disabled young¬ 
sters. 

She also volunteers for the charity 
PACT for Autism, which is based at the 
Latton Bush Centre, and for the past 
year she has spent time with the chil¬ 
dren of chief executive Sam Fancett, 
who both have autism. 

“I go round and spend the day with 
them and we do all sorts of stuff togeth¬ 


er, reading and things,” she said. “They 
seem to really enjoy it.” 

“I like to make myself as available as 
possible so Sam can get her respite time 
too. With James, mum and I have one 
disabled child but Sam has two and she 
is also a single parent.” 

Elly was nominated for the award by 
Sam, who said: “She is quite simply an 
amazing and inspirational young 
woman. She not only cares for James 
but also supports her mum with the 
daily difficulties of raising a child with 
severe autism. 

“It can be all too easy to overlook the 
impact on the lives of siblings with an 
autistic brother or sister.” 

Elly is currently studying for A levels 
and hopes to study English at the Uni¬ 
versity of Exeter. But she added: “I love 
being involved with caring and can’t 
imagine it not being a part of my life. 

“My family is very supportive and 


James is lucky to have such a caring 
network of people. They are very sup¬ 
portive of me going to university and 
my mum thinks it’s time for me to move 
away from life at home.” 

Elly has been nominated in the senior 
category of the awards and if she wins 
she will receive £500. “I was quite sur¬ 
prised to be nominated and I feel lucky 
and touched to be thought of in that 
way,” she said. 

YOPEY awards - described as the 
Oscars for young people who give to 
others - were founded by former nation¬ 
al newspaper journalist Tony Gearing, 
who said: “Elly has experienced both 
and uses her ability to connect with 
someone with autism to not only help 
her mum but other families too.”

Town becoming a hotspot for van thieves 


VAN drivers in Harlow are 
being advised to take extra 
precautions to protect their 
vehicles following a spate of 
thefts. 

The town is one of the 
worst-affected areas in west 
Essex, with more than 180 
cars and commercial vehi¬ 
cles broken into during the 
past 12 weeks. 


The main targets are vans, 
including 85 Ford Transits. 
Most belonged to contractors 
and tradesmen and hundreds 
of tools have been taken. 

A number of people have 
been arrested in connection 
with the thefts, and tools 
worth thousands of pounds 
have been recovered. 

Inspector Paul Maleary, 


who is based in Harlow, said: 
“Thieves are concentrating 
on vans carrying high value 
tools or equipment. 

We would urge van owners 
to consider the security they 
have on their vehicles. 

“Drivers should have high- 
quality alarms fitted on their 
vans and should ensure the 
alarm is set when the vehicle 


is parked overnight. They 
should also consider fitting a 
second lock.” 

Vehicles parked in hotel or 
public car parks are a favour¬ 
ite target for thieves and 
drivers are advised to leave 
their vehicles near the 
entrance of a road and not 
somewhere quiet or out of the 
way.

When people with coeliac 
disease eat gluten, a protein 
found in wheat, barley and rye, 
the body attacks and damages 
the lining of the gut where food 
is absorbed, making it difficult 
for the body to get the nutrients 
it needs. 

Gluten is found in many 
everyday foods such as bread, 
pasta, cereals, cakes, biscuits 
and sauces. 

A lack of diagnosis means 
unpleasant symptoms recurring 
on a frequent basis which, if left 
untreated, can lead to serious 
health problems such as 
osteoporosis and, in some cases, 
small bowel cancer. 

It is estimated that around half 
a million people in UK have 
coeliac disease but remain 
untreated and undiagnosed. 

The good news is that coeliac 
disease is treatable by switching 
to a strict gluten-free diet for life.

Housing plans 
for The Square 

Music venue to be demolished for homes

PLANS to demolish The Square and the YWCA to 
make way for housing have been submitted to 
Harlow Council. 

Owners Circle Housing are hoping to develop the 
Fourth Avenue site into 69 units made up of 25 one- 
bed flats, 33 two-bed flats and 11 three-bedroom 
houses. 

They are proposing that 24 of these be affordable 
properties, which include affordable rent and 
shared ownership schemes. 

Cycle 

A new private road will be created between Fourth 
Avenue and Haydens Road, and 58 parking spaces 
will be provided. There will also be 86 residents and 
10 visitor cycle parking spaces within the scheme. 

A statement submitted alongside the proposals 
said: “The proposals include the demolition of the 
existing buildings on the site, the majority of the 
floorspace of which has been vacant and in declining 
condition for some time. 

“Careful consideration has been given to the 
design of the scheme, having regard to the character 
of the area and Sir Frederick Gibberd’s original 
vision for a series of taller landmark buildings in 
Harlow.” 


At its highest point the development will be 13 
storeys and three storeys at its lowest. 

Circle Housing say “extensive” discussions have 
already been held with Harlow Council and Essex 
County Council. 

It is anticipated that the application will be heard 
by Harlow Council’s development control commit¬ 
tee in August. 

Vacant 

The Square will close at the end of the year and the 
YWCA has been vacant for a number of years. 

A statement from SquareOne Entertainment 
when the plans were unveiled said: “Various options 
have been proposed so far, including existing, 
unused buildings in Harlow and completely new 
developments, so far without meeting our require¬ 
ments. 

"That search may well have come to a timely end 
and we hope to be able to announce plans of a new 
venue for The Square in Harlow soon. 

"SquareOne see this as a hugely positive step, as 
the current building has had little opportunity for 
investment with the constant shadow of redevel¬ 
opment over it.” 

This week they confirmed that discussions are 
ongoing about an alternative venue site.

er school.” 

Another, Yvonne Spillane, 
said: “The new timetable res¬ 
ults in a loss of 55 minutes 
lesson time so I don’t see how 
any of this would benefit the 
children. ” 

“I don’t understand why the 
uniform has to change. Why 
should St Luke’s get rid of its 
tradition and comply with St 
Alban’s? 

“I feel like we’re guinea pigs in 
an experiment. I’ve never heard 
of anything so barbaric.” 

Another parent said the pro¬ 
posals could make things “very 
difficult.” 

In a second letter sent to 
parents, Mrs McCann said the 
leaflet and online petition had 
created the “wrong impres¬ 
sion” and made the school the 
“laughing stock” of the com¬ 
munity. 

It reads: “This is very sad at 


this time . . . when our repu¬ 
tation in the town is improving 
and we are now able to attract 
good staff and families want to 
send their children to the 
school.” 

She told the Star: “I don’t 
know what they have to be 
concerned about when we are 
only consulting. Everyone has 
been given a letter and has 
been informed of the consulta¬ 
tion process. A few parents is 
not a true representation of 
how the school feels.” 

Mrs McCann said that under 
the proposals the new uniform 
policy would only be enforced 
for children starting in 
September but would become 
mandatory for all pupils at the 
start of the following school 
year. Changes to the timetable 
would begin this September 
but the new holiday schedule 
would be rolled out during the 
2016-17 academic year.

Firefighters join

Hut rises from ashes after arson attack

ALMOST four years after arson¬ 
ists destroyed a Scout hut in Har¬ 
low, a new building has risen from 
the ashes.

Gutted 

Fire crews who attended the 
scene were unable to save the 
single storey building which was 
completely gutted. 

Since then, the group have 
worked tirelessly to raise the 
funds needed to replace the des¬ 
troyed building. 

The group managed to raise 
more than £70,000 with their ‘Buy 
a Brick’ campaign which gave res¬ 
idents and companies the chance 
to purchase a brick for £5 that will 
be used in the building.

Group spokeswoman Denise 
Dalby said: “The new building is a 
home for all of us and we wanted 
to see as many people involved as 
possible.” 

Fundraising events included a 
race night and running the char¬ 
ity car park in Harlow town 
centre. 

Mrs Dalby added: “We had a 
great turn out for the grand open¬ 
ing. There were about 500 people 
turn up. There was people from 
the community and scouting 
members past and present.” 

Among those at Sunday’s cere¬ 
mony were firefighters from 
Green Watch at Harlow fire sta¬ 
tion who were on duty on the 


evening of December 19 when the 
hut was destroyed. They were 
invited to reopen the new build¬ 
ing which is called Manor Hall. 

Mrs Dalby added: “The group 
are very proud of what they have 
achieved. A huge amount of 
praise mist go to our leader Nigel 
Dalby, who drove the vision for¬ 
ward. We are still fundraising, 
and we are open to community 
groups to hire.” 

Brick 

The group will continue with 
the buy a brick campaign. They 
are still offering the opportunity 
for those who have not already 
purchased one or would like to 
purchase more. 

A £5.00 donation gives an oppor¬ 
tunity to scribe a brick on situ¬ 
ated on the stairwell with your 
chosen name/wording. 

The remainder of the donation 
will be used to undertake a project 
towards the completion of the 
property. 

A £50.00 donation buys TO’ 
bricks and Companies/Individu¬ 
als buying 10 or more will get 
their chosen name placed on a 
commemorative plaque. 


Unhealthy residents offered help to get fit

County Councillor for Health 
and Wellbeing, said: “Evidence 
shows that nearly half of Essex 
residents do not take part in any 
sport or recreational activity. 

“We are thrilled to be working 
with Active Essex and UKactive 
in supporting ‘Let’s Get Moving’ 
which we hope will demonstrate 
a sustained increase in 
participants activity levels as 
well as positively impacting on 
their health and wellbeing.”

She said her seven-year-old 
son, Jamie, is also considering 
joining her for the race and that 
her husband, Barry, will be on 
supporting duties.

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Paralysed and left in a 
coma, how Gary, 58, 
learned to walk again 

Dad was struck down by spinal cord disorder while at work

A MAN who learned to walk again 
after a rare neurological condition 
left him unable to use his arms and 
legs is now sharing the story of his 
amazing recovery to help others with 
a similar condition. 

Gary Vince, of Barn Mead, Harlow, 
was working at Smithfield meat mar¬ 
ket in London in December 2013 
when he suddenly lost feeling and 
movement in his arms, hands and 
legs. 

He was taken to hospital where he 
was diagnosed with transverse myel¬ 
itis, a disease which causes inflam¬ 
mation of the spinal cord and 
interrupts communications between 
the nerves in the cord and the rest of 
the body. 

“It was frightening, scary and 
weird,” said 58-year-old Gary. “I 
picked up a box of chicken and 
dropped it. I could not hold any¬ 
thing. 

“I went to my boss and told him I 
had a problem but I deteriorated

rapidly and by the time I got to 
hospital I had lost the use of my legs. 
In Princess Alexandra Hospital I 
went out of it and they had to put me 
into a coma.” 


Gary was diagnosed with a C3 
spinal cord injury and his condition 
deteriorated when he caught pneu¬ 
monia. He was in a coma for three 
weeks. 

He was moved to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge where he 
stayed for the following two months 
before he started his rehabilitation 
at St Margaret’s Hospital in Epping. 

“I can’t remember the coma at all 
because of the medication I had been 
given,” he said. “I was out of it for 
three months.” 

Recovery 

Gary made a remarkable recovery 
and within five weeks he took his 
first steps. He is now about to start 
training to be a mentor as part of a 
scheme run by the Spinal Injury 
Association. 

Although he has not fully regained 
the full use of his arms, hands and 
legs he continues to make progress 
thanks to regular physiotherapy ses¬ 
sions. 

“The experience of learning to 
walk again was great,” he said. “It 


was an overwhelming experience 
that was fantastic. 

Gary has not yet been able to 
return to work. “I am still having 
physio twice a week,” he said. “It is 
quite emotional for me not to be 
working but I’m not the only one who 
has been affected. My wife, Julie, has 
suffered all through it as well; she 
deserves a gold medal. 

“My ex-partner was also affected 
and had to tell my 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter that I might die.” 

Gary will begin training to be a 
mentor for the Spinal Injury Asso¬ 
ciation in July. 

“I want to put something back into 
it as it is something that has saved 
my life and needs supporting,” he 
said.

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Jail for benefits cheat 
who pocketed £48k 

A WOMAN who fraudulently claimed more than £48,000 
in benefits to which she was not entitled has been jailed 
for 16 months. 

Nadine Pirincci, of York Road, North Weald, admitted 
12 offences - seven relating to making false statements, 
four of failing to notify a change in circumstances and 
one of producing or furnishing a false document to 
dishonestly claim benefits - when she appeared in court 
earlier this month. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told Pirincci received a 
total of £48,176.70 from Epping Forest Council and the 
Department of Work and Pensions in housing and coun¬ 
cil tax benefit, income support and jobseekers allow¬ 
ance. 

But after carrying out some investigations, the coun¬ 
cil discovered a property in Forest Gate which Pirincci 
said she was selling had been taken off the market prior 
to her claiming benefit and she let it out during the 
period of her claim. 

As she said the property was for sale and provided 
documentation appearing to confirm that was the case, 
it was temporarily disregarded for benefit purposes as 
allowed for in the regulations. Later, when her claim was 
reviewed, she stated she no longer owned any property. 

Concealed 

She owned more than £86,000 of equity in the property 
and investigators also discovered that during the period 
of her claim she received a divorce settlement of £67,000 
which she concealed in her children’s bank accounts. 

She was also paid for work she did not declare and 
received a number of cash payments which she could not 
explain. 

Pirincci originally pleaded not guilty to the offences at 
Colchester Magistrates Court in August 2014 and the 
case was sent to the crown court for trial. However, she 
changed her plea to guilty on the first day. 

Pirincci paid back the benefits she was not entitled to 
when her deceit was discovered and prosecution pro¬ 
ceedings were commenced. 

Speaking after the case, Councillor Syd Stavrou, fin¬ 
ance portfolio holder at Epping Forest Council, said: 
“This is a blatant case of someone meaning to cheat the 
system. I am pleased the judge took a strong stance and 
awarded a tough sentence and I hope it will act as a 
deterrent to others.” 

Pirincci will serve half of the sentence in prison and 
the remainder on licence.

Charity amazed as cash 
floods in to treat Lara 


Abandoned horse left fighting for life now on road to recovery

THE plight of an emaciated horse that 
was left fighting for life after being 
abandoned in Harlow has touched the 
hearts of the public who have donated 
more than £8,000 towards the cost of 
her recovery. 

One vet described Lara, a red and 
white mare, as nothing more than a 
“bag of bones” when she was found at 
Canons Brook last month. 

But now she is getting stronger 
every day after more than 480 people 
responded to an appeal by the 
RSPCA. 

When she was found, Lara was tied 
up by a chain and with every bone on 
her body visible. She weighed just 161 
kilograms - less than half the weight 
she should have been - and was so 
weak when she was found that she 
could not stand on her front legs and 
had collapsed. 

She was rescued by a rSucCI^ 
team including RSPCA 
officers, the police and a vet, 11 mi Itlt 1 1 wfc 
vet nurse and yard manager 
from a veterinary clinic in 
Halstead where she has 
been recovering. 

Lara gained 6.5kgs in 21 
days and continues to put on 
weight but her recovery 
hasn't been without diffi¬ 
culties. She has had prob¬ 
lems with very sore feet

after her deformed and overgrown 
hooves had to be trimmed. 

Vets at first feared she had had 
laminitis which could have damaged 
her bones. However, this week X-rays 


revealed that Lara’s bones 
are fine and she is now able to 
walk without padded feet. 

RSPCA inspector Sam 
Garvey said: “I was just 
utterly shocked when I saw Lara. She 
was just so thin that she was more or 
less a complete bag of bones. She was 
just crouched there on that hillside, 
terrified and trembling, chained to a 


piece of scrubland with no food or 
water. 

“However, I’m now so pleased that 
she has no serious problems and is 
showing improvement every day. She 
had bandages and pads on all four feet 
as they are still sore but we're so 
thankful that there was no lasting 
damage to her bones. 

“After eating she has to he down and 


feels sorry for herself but then she 
picks herself up and is getting through 
it with the help of medication and her 
dedicated nurses and grooms.” 

Veterinary surgeon Carolyn Wyse 
said: “Lara has good days when she 
whinnies a greeting and looks really 
bright but she has days where she 
struggles and is a little down and 
quiet. 

“Her feet were terribly overgrown 
and deformed from sheer lack of care 
but she is now coping without band¬ 
aged pads. She has to stay in her stable 
and is taken out to grass by her 
grooms as her feet are just too sore to 
be turned out in a field. 

“She also has some breathing 
troubles and a sore tummy, but is on 
medication and her diet has been 
specially tailored by Dengie horse 
feeds. 

“We are very grateful to both the 
RSPCA who have entrusted us with 
her care and also the general public 
who yet again have rallied and been 
very generous with donations to¬ 
wards her care via her JustGiving 
page. 

“Unfortunately when young horses 
like Lara are neglected this badly they 
take so much care and so much time to 
get well again. We can't wait for Lara 
to be well enough so she can be turned 
out in a field.” 

A Facebook appeal about Lara 
received an overwhelming response 
with many asking how they could 
help. Anyone wanting to donate 
towards Lara’s recovery should visit 
https://campaign.justgiving.com/cha- 
rity/rspcahq/savelara. Any surplus 
funds will be used for the rescue and 
treatment of other horses.

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Funding boost for 
the charity giving 
offenders chance 
to learn new skills 

A HARLOW-based charity which works closely 
with offenders to help turn their lives around and 
teach them useful skills has received more than 
£2,700 from the Essex police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston’s community safety develop¬ 
ment fund. 

Rainbow Services, which moved to its present 
site at Wych Elm four years ago, runs a woodwork 
workshop. The charity converted a cafe and a 
conference room into a workshop where offenders 
who are the subject of unpaid work court orders 
learn the skills of making things from wood. 

The wood is all donated - mostly recycled pallets - 
and those enrolled on the programme started by 
building the workbenches they all now use. The 
finished items are sold on a donation basis. 

The charity works with offenders from 18 years 
old and upwards, including some people with dis¬ 
abilities. The team has found that older offenders 
often act as mentors for the younger offenders. 

Rainbow Services operations manager Wendy 
Letch said: “The PCC funding has helped provide a

better work environment and extra equipment for 
the individuals to learn so many more skills. 

“We want people to go away having learned 
something as they find a life that doesn't involve 
offending. Even small sums of money are valuable 
in supporting the work of our volunteers and the 
people enrolled in the programme who are striving 
to turn their lives around.” 

Mr Alston said: “The punishment must always fit 
the crime but I believe it’s essential that we seek to 
work with offenders to reduce the chances of their 
offending again. 

“If we can prevent crime from happening in the 
first place there will be fewer victims of crime. I 
fully support programmes such as Rainbow Ser¬ 
vices who are working to change the behaviour of 
offenders by teaching them valuable skills.” 

The scheme operates from Tuesday to Saturday, 
with 12 offenders being able to attend one session 
per day. Rainbow Services works alongside Essex 
Community Rehabilitation Company which passes 
referrals through after conducting an individual 
risk assessment.

Nepalese mum hoping to raise thousands for villages in homeland

TO shave one’s head in many Asian coun¬ 
tries is symbolic, a sign of mourning. 

One such country is Nepal, which has 
been hit by two major earthquakes in the 
past few weeks. 

It will, therefore, be a poignant occasion 
when Harlow resident Sabina Khetani has 
her long, black hair shaved to raise money 
to help the survivors. 

Sabina, 44, who lives with husband 
Himashu and daughters Simrhan, 15, and 
Shreeya, 13, in Fold Croft, was born and 
grew up in Nepal. Her father, who owns a 
hotel, and two of her three brothers live in 
the capital of Kathmandu. 

Last month her homeland was struck by 
a 7.8-magnitude quake. Then, on Tuesday 
last week, another quake with a mag¬ 
nitude of 7.3 hit the country. 

“They are devastated,” she said. “The 
people are very peaceful with God there 
and wonder if they’ve done something 
wrong. 

“The second quake came as a total shock 
to nearly everyone and took away the most 
important thing they still had - hope. Now 
people are just in fear of the next big one, 


irrespective of how unlikely it is.” 

Sabia, who is the manager of a children’s 
club in Bishop’s Stortford, moved to the 
UK in 1992. She tries to return to Nepal at 
least once a year, most recently visiting 


last August. 

“A lot of the staff who work for my dad 
have lost their houses,” she said. “Where I 
went to school, where I stayed for the bus, 
all these places have fallen down. 


“My dad is very depressed. He’s done so 
much in his 73 years of life and now all 
these buildings have gone.” 

The death toll from the quakes currently 
stands at 8,500, with many more injured. 

Fortunately, Sabina’s relatives have not 
been left stricken by either quake. She said 
she shook uncontrollably in the wake of 
the second, however, when it took an hour- 
and-a-half of constant phoning to get 
through to her father. 

Her brother Anil described the moment 
as “horrendous” and said he was “thrown 
like a football”. 

Sabina has been told that conditions in 
Nepal have returned to what they were in 
1945. A number of aid workers are in the 
country as a huge relief effort takes place, 
with some staying at her father’s hotel. 

Sabina is hoping to raise thousands of 
pounds by having her head shaved at the 
The Half Moon in Bishop’s Stortford at 
7pm on Sunday. 

She will donate the money for aid items 
to be passed to outlying villages which are 
often forgotten.

MP raps rail 
operator for 
its ‘dreadful’ 
performance 

TRAIN services on the line 
through Harlow have been desc¬ 
ribed as “dreadful” by an MR 

Conservative Mark Prisk, who 
represents Sawbridgeworth as 
part of his Hertford and 
Stortford constituency, has 
warned train operator Abellio 
Greater Anglia to get back on 
track or he will try to derail its 
new franchise bid. 

He is also demanding to know 
what the company is going to do 
to improve the route between 
Liverpool Street and Cambridge. 

Mr Prisk launched his latest 
attack on standards in an open 
letter to Abellio Greater Anglia 
chief executive Jamie Buries in 
which he criticised the decline 
in service this year. 

“I am writing to complain 
about the dreadful performance 
by your company over the [past] 
few months,” he said. 
“Throughout the spring, 
commuters have endured 
repeated delays and sudden 
cancellations with trains, both 
during the morning and evening 
peak periods.” 

Passengers 

Mr Prisk cited the increased 
use of four-carriage trains at 
peak times, forcing passengers to 
stand or even miss their 
departure. 

“Time and again four-carriage 
trains have been provided where 
an eight-carriage service is 
meant to be the norm. This 
inevitably means many 
commuters struggle to get on 
their normal train, further 
reducing the service your 
company provides.” 

He also complained about the 
“dreadful state” of carriages and 
added: “I want to know why this 
service has declined so much 
and why it is consistently failing 
to meet the minimum standards 
commuters should be able to 
expect.” 

He warned: “The new 
franchise for this service from 
next year is soon to be issued by 
ministers. Unless the service 
improves sharply I have to say 
commuters and I would wish to 
see a different company run the 
service.” 

A copy of the letter has been 
sent to the Transport Secretary.

THE parents of murder victim 
Eystna Blunnie must wait to 
learn whether an inquest into her 
death will be reopened. 

Kevin and Susan Blunnie, of 
Hailing Hill, Harlow, want a cor¬ 
oner to reopen the inquest 
because of alleged failings by 
Essex Police, the Crown Prosec¬ 
ution Service and other agen¬ 
cies. 

After a day-long hearing at 
Chelmsford Coroners Court on 
Friday, a decision has still not 
been made. 

Mum-to-be Eystna, who lived at 
home, was found fatally injured 
by the side of the road in Howard 
Way in the early hours of June 27, 
2012. She was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but doctors 
were unable to save her or her 
unborn baby, Rose. 

Her former boyfriend, Tony 
McLernon, 25, of North Grove, 
Harlow, was arrested and charged 
with murder and child destruc¬ 
tion. He was found guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court of both 
charges and sentenced to life in 
prison, with a recommendation 
that he must serve 27 years before 
being eligible for parole. 

A preliminary hearing into

whether Essex area coroner 
Eleanor McGann should hold an 
inquest was started in March and 
adjourned until Friday. 

But after a full day of legal sub¬ 
missions, it has been adjourned 
again until August for McLernon 
to decide whether to release his 
medical records. 

Mrs McGann said that if an 
inquest was held then McLernon 
would have to be either present or 
legally represented at it. 

Mr and Mrs Blunnie claim that 
only a full inquest can properly 
investigate their concerns that 
the state failed to protect Eystna 
from “a real and immediate risk 
to life”. They say these failings 
did not come out at the criminal 
trial. 

Essex Police, the Crown Pro¬ 
secution Service, Essex Chil¬ 


dren’s Services and mental health 
body North Essex Partnership 
Foundation NHS Trust have all 
objected to an inquest being 
held. 

Essex Police claimed that an 
inquest should not be held 
because the force had not 
breached the very high and strin¬ 
gent legal test for failing to pro¬ 
tect Eystna. 

CPS barrister Oliver Saunders 
told the court that the CPS admit¬ 
ted it had “regrettably” made a 
mistake in not prosecuting 
McLernon for common assault on 
April 9. It had written a letter to 
the murder trial judge, had 
already apologised to the family 
and held an internal review. 

Mr Saunders, referring to pos¬ 
sibility that bail conditions or a 
restraining order might have 
been imposed on McLernon, said: 
“It’s hopelessly speculative to say 
the CPS didn’t do something 
which led to, or triggered, the 
death.” 

Eystna’s parents also had 
already filed civil claims against 
the police, CPS and the other two 
public authorities. 

Mr and Mrs Blunnie’s lawyer 
Matthew Gold said greater efforts 
should have been made by police 
and social services to contact 
Eystna. 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to raise much-needed 
funds for Harlow’s community 
station Hawks Radio. 

The not-for-profit internet 
radio station, which is run by 
volunteers, operates from 
Harlow Arena after moving 
from Little Walk last year. 

But as a result of the move, 
the radio station lost some of

£4,000 to buy new equipment. 

A spokesman for the station 
said: “We hope that with some

“We will also use the funds to 
apply for an FM Community 
Radio License and purchase the 
necessary broadcast equipment 
needed.” 

Hawks Radio began 
broadcasting online in 2011 and 
one it has been keen encourage 
people from the local area to get 
involved and learn new skills. 

The station also gives 
community groups, charities 
and schools the opportunity to 
promote their work or events.

Challenged to 
cut out SALT 


AY is Stroke Awareness month, and 
I have certainly had my awareness 
raised this month when I agreed to 
develop and film a new recipe for a 
new campaign launched by a charity 
called Different Strokes, which supports 
younger stroke survivors who are below 
retirement age. 

I was approached by my friend and former 
colleague Gavin, who suffered a stroke five 
years ago and has since become a trustee for the 
charity. 

To coincide with Stroke Awareness month, 
the charity have launched their 
Stop Salt Stop Stroke campaign. A 
bit of a tongue twister maybe, but 
there is good cause behind this 
campaign. 

There was research in the news 
earlier this month showing that 
there is a rising trend of stroke in 
working age people, for which the 
causes were thought to be 
increasing unhealthy diets and 
sedentary lifestyles. 

One of the major causes of 
stroke is high blood pressure and 
it is well accepted that salt in our 
diets increases blood pressure. 

Now when Gavin first called me 
to ask if I would help, my first 

reaction was to be quite alarmed. _ 

Anyone who knows me can testify 
that I am a bit of a salt hog - I’m not quite as 
bad as my Dad, who always used to cover his 
food in salt before he had even tasted it and get 
roundly told off by either me or my Mum who 
had usually cooked it! 

However, I’m always pretty liberal with the 
salt in my food. When you're cooking with 
spices, the salt acts as a flavour enhancer, so I 
thought I might not be the best candidate on 
this occasion. Therefore, my first question to 
Gavin was to ask if it would be hypocritical of 
me to get involved in this campaign. 

But Gavin said I was exactly the sort of 
person who should get involved.

He also quoted a statistic which really made me 
sit up and think. Research indicates that for every 
one gram of salt we cut from our average daily 
intake, there would be approximately 6,000 fewer 
deaths from stroke and heart attacks each year, in 
the UK alone (www.worldactiononsalt.com). 

So it was down to me to come up with a recipe 
without using salt. I was determined that the dish 
should still taste good, after all, I have my 
reputation to consider! 

But I had to think carefully. I decided that the 
main objective would need to pack as much 
flavour as possible into the recipe to make up for 
the missing element. 

So I hit on the idea of the 
Caj un-style chicken dish, using lots 
of herbs and spices instead. So I hit 
the supermarket spices aisle and 
found some free onion granules and 
garlic granules (not garlic salt, of 
course) and then I mixed these with 
Cayenne pepper, paprika, oregano to 
make a fabulous spice blend at the 
heart of my dish. 

I also decided to include roasted 
peppers, tomatoes and chilli with 
loads of garlic, and the piece de 
resistance - a blackened lime 
garnish, which is nothing short of a 
flavour sensation. 


As usual, my husband Jim was 
the guinea pig for this dish. I served 
it to him, still very sceptical that it would actually 
taste any good. But you know what? It really did 
taste good. Even I liked it! 

The people running the campaign were 
delighted with the recipe and sent somebody to 
film me cooking the dish at home in order to use 
on their website and YouTube channel.

NO-SALT CAJUN CHICKEN WITH ROASTED PEPPER 
RICE AND BLACKENED LIME 
SERVES 2 
Ingredients 

2 x skinless chicken breasts 

1/2 punnet of baby plum or cherry tomatoes 

2 sweet peppers, chopped into large chunks 

3 cloves garlic, lightly crushed 
Cold-pressed rapeseed oil 
25gms unsalted butter 

1 medium onion 

125 grams long grain rice 
250 mis water 
handful fresh coriander 

2 spring onions 

1 large red chilli 

2 limes 

Spice blend 

1 level teaspoon onion granules 
1 level teaspoon garlic granules 
1 level teaspoon oregano 
1 level teaspoon cayenne 
1 level teaspoon paprika 
1/2 level teaspoon white pepper 


Method 

1. Mix up the spice blend and use half to 
sprinkle over the chicken breasts. Set aside to 
marinate for 30 mins - two hours. 

2. Pre-heat your oven to 200C centigrade (180C 
fan). Place the peppers and tomatoes on a 
baking tray with the garlic cloves and a drizzle of 
rapeseed oil and roast for 20-25 mins until soft 


and slightly charred at the edges, slip the garlic 
out of its skin and mash well with a fork. 

3. In a small saucepan, add another tablespoon 
of oil and the butter and fry the onions until quite 
brown and caramelised. Add in the rice with the 
remaining spice blend and stir well to coat 
completely. 

4. Pour in the water, stir well to combine and 
wait for the water to come up to the boil. Then 
reduce the heat as low as it will go, cover the 
pan and leave to cook for 10-12 minutes. 

5. At the end of this time, check the rice (it 
should be slightly al-dente) stir the pot well, then 
re-cover the and allow it to stand for at least 10 
more minutes. Finally stir through the roasted 
peppers, tomatoes and garlic. 

6. While the rice is cooking, heat a good, 
non-stick frying pan over a medium-high heat 
until hot. Add in a drizzle of oil, then place the 
chicken carefully in the pan. Don’t move it! Wait 
for 2-3 minutes until one side is really well brown 
and slightly charred. 

7. Then turn over and repeat on the other side. 
The chicken should be sealed all over before 
removing it from the pan onto a baking tray and 
finishing it in the oven at a moderate heat (180C) 
for 15-20 minutes until cooked through. 

8. Slice the limes in half and place cut side down 
in a hot frying pan with a splash of oil until the 
limes are blackened. Finely chop the coriander 
and slice the chilli and spring onions and stir 
through the cooked rice, saving some to garnish 
the dish. Serve the chicken on top of a mound of 
rice with two halves of lime to squeeze over 
before eating.

Basil's back! 


LIGHT entertainment legend Basil 
Brush took time out from his 
punishing tour schedule to talk to 
the Star about a star-studded 
career which has lasted five 
decades. 

e has been a foxy fixture on the 
nation’s television screens since 1962 
and is now entertaining a new 
generation on stage and via YouTube, 
where he has launched a new sketch 
show with sidekick, Mr Stephen. 

Defying his age, Basil said: “I 
like to get down with the kids - 
I’m into Garage and all of that. 

My granny was into hip op, but 
now she is fine.” 

He has also upgraded his 
wardrobe with some 
fashionable threads like a 
hoodie - although his famous 
grey cape - plus a new green 
cape - still feature. 

He said: “I go to Baby Gap. It 
means I don’t have to pay VAT. 

You can do that when you’re 
only 18 inches tall.” 

After a series of supporting 
roles, including working with 
legendary magician David 
Nixon, Basil was given his own 
show which ran on the BBC 
from 1968 to 1980. 

Stints making educational programmes and a 
series co-hosting Crackerjack (CRACK-ER-JACK! 

- Ed.) followed, as well as a successful theatre 
career and cartoon strip. 

He returned to the BBC in 2002 to star in a 
children’s sitcom until 2007 and is relishing his 
new appearances online. 

“When someone said we were going to launch 
off a digital platform, I thought I was going to be 
sent on a one-way passage to Mars.” 

One thing that remains constant is his 
catchphrase. Basil was adamant: “You cannot 
update a Boom! Boom! It’s a classic.” 

He admitted some of his jokes were not quite so 


fresh, but said: “I’m recycling them, so that’s a 
good thing to do.” 

The live shows give him a chance to reach out 
to two if not three generations who all find 
something to love in the humour which once won 
a BAFA nomination. 

He said: “The boys and girls get all the jokes, 
but like a pantomime, we have jokes on many 
levels - like a multi-storey car park.” 

Parents might detect some innuendo and a 
little bit of naughtiness, he said. 

“We want to fill the theatres with whole 
families. Mums and dads can come to the shows 
with boys and girls and enjoy it just as much.” 

The performances also have a keen teenage 

following - the tots who watched 
Basil on CBBC and are still fans 
as adolescents. 

He attributed this enduring 
appeal to a “keep fat” regime and 
“see food” diet but denied he had 
had a facelift. 

He said: “I still have my own 
teeth - in a little jar by the bed.” 

As he reflected on how old he 
was in fox years, he said: “I think 
I will go on forever.” 

Certainly the possible 
reintroduction of foxhunting by 
the new Conservative 
government held no fears. 

He said: “I’m never worried 
about that because I’m always 
being chased by men in red 
coats. I never pay my bill at 

Butlins.” 

As long as people need cheering up, he plans to 
keep entertaining: “Everything is a little bit 
serious with the advent of 24-hour television; we 
are barraged with bad news and we all need a 
little bit of light.” 

He promised those who made a pilgrimage to 
his Full on Fox show at Rhodes on Friday, May 29 
would be treated to 90 minutes of “pure joy”.

Moomins return to mock 


FINNISH illustrator Tove Jansson's 
lovable characters, the Moomins, 
sprung to life as a comic strip and 
picture books, then made an indelible 
mark in the UK as a 1980s stop-motion 
animated children's television series 
narrated by Richard Murdoch. 

A Japanese anime TV version and a 
theme park on the island of Kailo 
followed in the 1990s as part of a 
merchandising boom that has firmly 
installed these rotund creatures, who 
resemble hippopotamuses, in global 
pop culture. 

Jansson's inquisitive creations set 
sail for the big screen in this lovingly 
hand-drawn animation, based on the 
original comic strips. 

Moomins On The Riviera is a 
cautionary tale about the corruptive 
power of greed and jealousy, which 
takes a few gentle sideswipes at the 
cult of celebrity and the inflated price 
of modern art. 

The inoffensive script maintains a 
gentle pace, despite the extravagance 
of the setting with its luxury yachts 


and speedboats, reminding audiences 
of all ages that money can't buy the 
happiness of a family united. 

In the aftermath of a pirate 
shipwreck close to the Moomins' 
island home, Moominpappa (Nathaniel 
Parker), Moominmamma (Tracy Ann 
Oberman), Moomintroll (voiced by 
Russell Tovey), Snorkmaiden 
(Stephanie Winiecki) and Little My 
(Ruth Gibson) embark on an exciting 
adventure by sea to the French 
Riviera. 

In this sun-kissed playground of the 
rich and fabulous, there are manifold 
distractions. 

"Why do people in the south keep 
their hedgehogs in the water?" 
innocently wonders one of the clan, 
glimpsing a sea anemone in the 
rippling water. 

Snorkmaiden's head is turned first 
by her Hollywood idol Audrey 
Glamour (Shelley Blond) and then by 
suave aristocratic playboy, Clark 
Tresco (Dave Brown). 


"Cousin, I need you to take my place 
in the story. I'm getting married," she 
coos to Moomintroll in a sweet 
moment of script in-jokery. 

He is particularly infuriated by the 
skimpiness of Snorkmaiden's 
two-piece bikini. 

"You can't wear that!" he scolds. "It's 
like you're wearing nothing!"

Moominmamma becomes 
exasperated and retires to the relative 
calm of the family's trusty boat, 
hoping that the rest of her brood will 
come to their senses and remember 
the family motto - "Live in peace, plant 
potatoes and dream" - in time for the 
journey home. 

Directed with a light touch by 
Xavier Picard, Moomins On The 
Riviera is an entertaining 
introduction for younger audiences.

eorge Clooney knows how hard it can be on set, and as 
a movie lead, feels it’s his responsibility to lift morale 
when the going gets tough. In fact, in the past, he’s 
confessed to busting out Sugar Hill Gang hits between 
scenes. Is he still singing the hip-hop group’s 

numbers? 

“I do still sing them every once in a while to entertain the 
troops,” says the 54-year-old. “They think, ‘Gosh. We’re in the 
water. It’s cold. We’re shooting 14 hours. It’s terrible. What could 
be worse?’ And then I rap...” he adds with a laugh. 

Clooney stars as Frank, a disillusioned inventor, in Disney’s 
new Tomorrowland: A World Beyond. 

Writer and director Brad Bird only ever envisioned him in the 
role, infusing Frank “with a curmudgeonly humour and a 
heroic quality, all of which we think George embodies”. 

And much to his - and co-writer Damon Lindelof’s - relief, the 
eight-time Academy Award-nominated actor (he won in 2006 for 
Syriana and 2013 for Argo, and has now been nominated in more 
categories than anyone else in Oscar history) was intrigued by 
the project. 

“Putting me in a summer movie is a very bold thought,” says 
Clooney, who rose to fame in Nineties hospital drama ER, as 
heart-throb Dr Doug Ross. 

“Y‘know, listen, first and foremost, I think it’s a really bold 
thing for Disney to be willing to do a film that isn’t a sequel and 
isn’t a comic book, and to truly invest in a summer film of this 
sort of ilk,” he explains, smiling. 

The origin of the ambitious movie stems from Walt Disney 
himself, an optimist and innovator who believed that technology 
held the key to building a better world. 

In 1955, he created Tomorrowland as a section of Disneyland, 
and later introduced three rides for the 1964 World’s Fair 
including It’s A Small World, in reference to the world finding 
itself on the brink of nuclear war as a result of the Cuban 
Missile Crisis. 

“I actually grew up during the Cold War period, and although 
we always thought the world would end in some sort of nuclear 
holocaust, everybody was pretty hopeful,” remarks Clooney, who 
was born in Kentucky, the son of a game show host and former 


beauty queen. 

“I grew up in an era where the voice, the power of the one, 
really did feel as if it mattered. We obviously had the riots that 
are reminiscent of the things we’re looking at today, but we 
[also] had the Civil Rights Movement and we had Vietnam and 
we had the women’s rights movements, and all those things 
where you felt you could actually have some part of changing. 

“So I didn’t ever have that great disappointment in mankind. I 
always felt that it’s going to work out in the end, and I still feel 
that way.” 

Once the world’s most famous bachelor, before he married 
British-Lebanese barrister Amal Alamuddin last September, 
Clooney describes his character Frank as “a disenchanted 
grump who was a bit of a dreamer as a young boy”. 

“Young Frank goes somewhere he thinks is the greatest in the 
universe, and he believes the world is going to be much better 
off because of it. He finds out that those things are untrue and 
becomes probably the most cynical person one could be,” 
explains the actor. 

Frank isolates himself on his family farm, and plans to spend 
the rest of his life there, but he is forced to deal with his past 
when Casey, a bright, optimistic teen played by Britt Robertson, 
enters his life. 

Together, they embark on a mission to unearth the secrets of 
the enigmatic place, located somewhere in time and space, 
known only as Tomorrowland, where, as the movie posters tell 
us, ‘nothing is impossible’. 

“What I loved about the film was that it reminds you that 
young people don’t start out their lives cynical or angry or 
bigoted. You have to be taught all those things,” he says. 

“I watch the world now and think, ‘Well, I see really good 
signs from young people out there’, and I feel as if the world 
really will get better.” 

But then Clooney is, he says, an optimist. “I’ve been a realist - 
but I’ve been an optimist about it,” he clarifies, laughing.

ith a career spanning more than 40 
years, eight studio albums and one 
TV series, cockney rockers Chas and 
Dave could be forgiven for taking it 
easy 

But ahead of bringing their On The Road tour 
to Chelmsford’s Civic Theatre on June 2, the pair 
are in as good a shape as they ever have been, 
having released their first studio album in 26 
years in October 2013. 

“Last year was the best year we’ve ever had, it’s 
getting better and better, it’s unbelievable,” says 
Charles Nicholas Hodges, aka Chas, of Benington. 

“We’re getting more fans all the time and the 
young people are coming to see us, it’s like we’ve 
just started out again. 

“They’re discovering our music and coming to 
see us live and seeing that if anything we’re 
better than we ever were, so it’s like going to see a 
new band for a lot of youngsters. 

“Some acts of our era only have old people 
coming to see them - there’s nothing wrong with 
old people but it’s nice to get a real cross section, 
which we have always had. 

“One of the greatest things, and it comes 
through on my Twitter weekly, is ‘my 
four-year-old son won’t go to bed until he’s heard 
The Sideboard Song’, or ‘my daughter wants to 
hear Rabbit everyday’ - they’re being born all the 
time. 

“There’s no bigger compliment than when a kid 
picks up on your music because they’re honest, 
they like it or they don’t like it.” 

The music industry has changed no end since 
Chas was touring with the likes of legendary 
singer-songwriter and pianist Jerry Lee Lewis, 
and Mick Berry and the Outlaws in the 1970s. 

But there’s one thing that never changes, and 
that’s the allure of seeing a good live band. 

“The industry has changed so much it’s hard to 
put your finger on it right now,” adds Chas, who 
is now 71. 

“It used to be quite positive in the old days, 


when you put a single out you could see that 
single in a nice little package and pick it up and 
look at it and think ‘oh this is our new single’ and 
the same with an album. 

“But the format you get your new song on 
seems to be changing weekly, one minute it’s on a 
CD, the next they seem to be fading out and now 
it’s downloads. 


“In the meantime get out and play live because 
whatever goes on in the industry, people will 
always want to go out and see a live band.” 

Music has always played a key role in Chas’ 
life, ever since his father died when he was very 
young. “There was a lot of sadness in the family 
but I can remember when I was three or four 
when people would come round like my aunts and 


uncles and my mum would get on the piano and 
everyone had a smile on their face,” he says. 

“It obviously rubbed off on me because this 
music makes you happy, at times of sadness, 
music is so uplifting. 

“Our biggest song Ain’t No Pleasing You is a 
serious love song about a bloke getting fed up and 
he finally leaves his wife, quite a serious song. 

“But most of them, things like Gertcha, put a 
smile on your face - apparently Gertcha is in the 
dictionary because of us. 

“It’s a word that has died out that my nan used 
to say, Dave’s dad used to say and we brought it 
back, they’re the sort of things that we like to do.” 

And Chas says the enjoyment that he and Dave 
get from their music is a key factor in their 
longevity. 

“In the early days in the 80s there was a period 
when our manager would cram everything into 
one day,” he adds. 

“You would do breakfast telly, then you would 
do a radio thing in the afternoon, then a club gig 
in the evening and so on - well after a couple of 
weeks of that you don’t want to do anything. 

“I remember saying to him ‘from now on I’m 
doing my writing at night and I don’t want to get 
up before noon’. 

“He said ‘what about breakfast telly?’ and I said 
‘you can stick breakfast telly up your a*se as far 
as I’m concerned because I don’t want to do that 
no more’, and I didn’t from that day - that’s the 
way to do it.” 

So how long does he see Chas and Dave going 
on for? 

“You might as well say ‘how long are you going 
to carry on having your dinner?’ or how long do 
you think you’re going to carry on going to bed at 
night?”’ retorts Chas. 

“It’s part of my life. It’s in my blood to go out to 
perform to people, it’s part of what I do in life and 
it’s the same for Dave.”

VAUXHALL ADAM

T hinking of a Mini or a Fiat 500? 
Then you also need to be 
thinking about Vauxhairs 
trendy little ADAM. 

The model title’s is a nod to Adam 
Opel, the founder of Vauxhall’s 
European sister company, but is 
unlikely to start a trend for Biblical car 
names. 

It may though, start a trend for buyer 
personalisation, the like of which the 
market has never before seen. With 
over a million possible specification 
and trim combinations, the chances of 
two identical Vauxhall ADAMs ever 
being produced are statistically quite 
slim. 

Ground-breaking where it matters 
then - in the showroom. To disguise 
perhaps the fact that this car is actually 
quite conventional in arguably less 
important areas, running on the 
underpinnings of VauxhaH’s old third 
generation Corsa. 

The dealer network won’t mind. It’s 
the stylish look and feel that will sell 
this model. True enough, the Griffin 
brand has brought us some stylish 
designs in the past, but they’ve only 
appealed to a small percentage of the 
car buying population. 


Now at last, we’ve a Vauxhall with 
widespread chic appeal - a pretty new 
concept for British customers to grasp. 
Let’s try it. 

So what’s it like behind the wheel? 
Slide into the seat and there’s a very 
different feel from that provided by a 
Corsa - or any other conventional 
supermini come to that. The 
commanding driving position, the big 
chunky Mini-like wheel, the wide, low 
glass area. 

It all makes you eager to tackle the 
urban jungle, with the promise of 
secondary road sportiness beyond. 

Not too much mind. Though there’s a 
150PS 1.4-litre petrol turbocharged 
powerplant in the top shopping rocket 
‘GRAND SLAM’ model at the top of the 
range, most ADAM variants must use 
humbler engines. Of these, the pick of 
the bunch is the 115PS l.Oi Direct 
Injection petrol turbo unit that’s well 
worth paying a premium for. This was 
first introduced on the convertible 
‘Rocks Air’ bodystyle and has since 
been extended out across the range. 

If you can’t stretch to this unit, then 
you’ll have to restrict your search to 
one of Vauxhall’s older petrol engines - 
curiously, there’s no diesel option. 

These petrol choices include the 70PS 


1.2i and a 1.4i unit with either 87 or 
100PS options. To be honest, the entry- 
level 70PS 1.2-litre 16v engine does 
struggle a little with the task of 
pushing nearly 1.1-tonnes of ADAM up 
the road with any real zip, sixty two 
mph from rest occupying nearly 15s on 
the way to a top speed only just over 
lOOmph. 

Better by far to find only a little more 
for one of the 1.4s. The 87PS unit 
manages 62mph in a far more 
acceptable 12.5s on the way to 109mph. 
And the 100PS engine improves things 
further to 11.5s and 115mph. 

Though Vauxhall offers an unusual 
‘Rocks Air’ convertible version of this 
car, most buyers will be looking at the 
single three-door hatch bodystyle. At 
under 3.7m in length, this ADAM is 
actually shorter than many city cars 
and a full 300mm shorter than 
Vauxhall’s Corsa supermini. 

But there’s more to it than that. The 
tall height and the considerable width - 
it’s actually wider than a Corsa - 
positions it visually as a bigger car 
than it actually is. A clever trick, which 
also pays dividends inside. 

As in a Fiat 500, the high roof gives a 
spacious feel, something that here is 
further underlined by the greater width 


and glass area. 

But all the smoke and mirrors in the 
world can’t create space where there 
isn’t much and Vauxhall’s claim that 
this design can ‘comfortably seat four 
adults’ requires for fulfilment the 
directive that those in the front should 
be very short-legged indeed. 

And at the wheel? Well, as a buyer 
you’ll have used the enormous trim 
choice range to complete a decor finish 
that’s either restrained, wilfully 
extrovert or more likely, as in this case, 
a feel that’s somewhere between the 
two. 

Most models offer a dash dominated 
by the optional 7-inch LCD colour 
Intellilink infotainment system, one of 
the first to be able to communicate with 
both Apple and Android devices and 
applications and operable either via the 
touchscreen itself or through steering 
wheel switchgear. 

Out back, a prod on the rear Griffin 
badge reveals a 170-litre boot that lies 
size-wise somewhere between slightly 
smaller shape of a Mini and the slightly 
larger one of a Fiat 500. 

The ADAM value proposition is 
based on a pretty simple trade of size 
against style. 

The idea is that, just as with a MINI 


or a Fiat 500, you should get a city car¬ 
sized runabout (think tiny Ford Ka or 
Volkswagen up!) for the cost of 
something supermini-shaped (think 
Corsa or Fiesta), with compensation 
provided by a super-sized helping of 
style and desirability 

Prices start at just over £11,500 for 
the base 1.2i 16v petrol version but we’d 
find the extra few hundred for one of 
the two petrol 1.4s that are notably less 
feeble. Or even better, we’d stretch to 
the £2,000 premium required over the 
1.2 to get our selves the pokier, yet more 
economic l.Oi petrol turbo engine. 

Is it equally important to go large 
when it comes to trim levels? When it 
comes to that, I’m not quite so sure. 

There are three main ones. From 
baseline ‘JAM’ (supposed to be what 
Vauxhall calls ‘fashionable’), you can 
pay just under £1,500 more to go 
‘GLAM’ (for a trim package that’s 
apparently more ‘elegant’) or pay a 
further £500 on top of that for the top, 
supposedly ‘sportier’ trim level we 
tried - ‘SLAM’. 

Given though that this car is all 
about bespoke tailoring, I can’t help but 
think that a better approach would be 
to buy in at ‘JAM’ level, then 
individually select the options you 
actually want.

And Ten Doeschate feels the 
players left must now step up to 
the mark.

The 
guys missing will be back soon to 
strengthen the squad.”

He added: “I didn’t come back 
for runs, I came to try to get wins, 
but it didn’t quite work out.

‘HAWKS ARE NOT 
BIG SPENDERS’ 


Attendances will determine playing budget says CEO

HAWKS chief executive Tom Cun¬ 
ningham has blasted back at 
claims his club are big-spending 
failures - and is convinced they 
have not even been in the top six 
spending clubs in Ryman North 
over the last two seasons. 

Cunningham (59) lifted the lid 
on Harlow Town’s strict playing 
budget strategy, and is adamant 
that the club will not be held to 
ransom by players. 

In fact, he says, that next season 
Harlow will continue to operate 
its present system whereby the 
budget is determined solely by the 
number of fans who attend Rym- 
North and cup matches at The 
Harlow Arena. 

“Our budget going forward will 
be determined by the people com¬ 
ing through the door on match- 
days. The business is no longer 


going to subsidise the football 
side of it,” said Cunningham (pic¬ 
tured right). 

“When it comes to attracting 
players, they come here and look 
at the stadium, and they imagine 
what they could earn and that 
goes through the roof. 

“We have had to educate people. 
We have stuck to our guns. As a 
business with regards to budgets, 
what our limit is and whether we 
expand on it, that’s not going to 
change. 

Team mentality 

“Over the last two years there’s 
probably the top six sides in our 
league and they are all paying 
more money than us. People have 
left us for more money but they 
have come back. What we are 
trying to generate is a team men¬ 
tality. You might want to go some¬ 
where for a few quid, but do you 
want to be part of something that 
is whole? 



“That’s run properly, you are 
treated properly. It’s very profes¬ 
sional, but above all it’s a nice 


place to be. Do you want to give 
that up for the sake of a few 
pounds? No disrespect to the 
three boys who left last year, John 
[Glowacki], Junior [Dadson] and 
Leon [Antoine], they have gone 
away and all come back. The grass 
is not always greener on the other 
side. 

“They know they are going to 
be paid, they know they are going 
to get paid on time. They know 
they are going to get treated prop¬ 
erly. Every other week they are 
going to be in the best stadium in 
the league, and the league above - 
and probably the league above 
that as well. 

“I think by Danny [Chapman] 
supporting that, the word has got 
around. It’s done properly, it’s 
done business like. We don’t sling 
money at it. It’s done professional. 
It’s a question of this is what we 
pay. 

“I think [Needham Market’s] 
Kem Izzet was earning more than 


our budget. You try and attract 
people from the level above, the 
only way you can realistically do 
that is if you pay an inflated wage 
and we won’t pay an inflated 
wage. 

“A lot won’t come here because 
they want to play at a higher level, 
which I can understand. We can’t 
give them that at this moment in 
time. But no one will put a gun to 
our head. You would be surprised 
what the people on the bench get, 
and when you’re injured. But 
that’s what it’s been for three 
years and it’s not going to 
change. 

“It’s nice to have someone with 
deep pockets, but when they walk 
away what are you left with? 
That’s no good. 

“I’m hoping bringing Danny in 
and employing the people we are 
employing now, we are going to 
grow bigger. Most of all we are 
challenging, we are expanding, 
and it’s sustainable.”
